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CONFERENCE OF UKRAINIAN SCHOLARS IN URBANA, ILLINOIS 


On June 24-28, 1982 the Conference on Ukrainian Literature in the 
Twentieth Century took place at the University of Illinois at Urbana- 
Champaign, Levis Faculty Center. The conference was sponsored by the 
Summer Research Laboratory on Russia and Eastern Europe, University of 
Illinois, Urbana-Champaign and the Shevchenko Scientific Society, Inc., 
New York. 


The five-day conference consisted of nine sessions and two mixed- 
media performances. Approximately eighty persons attended the con- 
ference. Each day of the conference (except Sunday) had two sessions. The 
topics of individual sessions were chronologically arranged if one ignores 
special topic sessions. The breakdown of each session — its topic, chair, 
papers and their readers — was as follows:

(Harvard University). 


The two mixed-media events were: A Poetry Reading by Bohdan 
Boychuk (introduced by Bohdan Rubchak) and accompanied by audio- 
visual performance with slides and music of Jurij Myskiw. Another event of 
this type was presented on 6/27, when three short movies were shown. Both 
presentations can be best described as ‘‘poetry in pictures.’’ They enhanced 
artistically the non-scholarly side of the conference. 


The social highlight of the conference was the banquet which took 
place on 6/26 in the evening. The main speaker was Professor Emeritus 
George Y. Shevelov of Columbia University. In his speech Shevelov em- 
phasized the importance of a broad approach in literary research as op- 
posed to contemporary detailed and narrow methods in literary scholarship. 


Judging by the high level of papers presented and the interest they 
generated, which was often reflected by a lively and animated discussion, 
the conference was a great success. One should congratulate the organizers 
— Professors George S. N. Luckyj (University of Toronto), Bohdan Rub- 
chak (University of Illinois at Chicago Circle) and Dmytro M. Shtohryn 
(Unversity of Illinois at Urbana-Champaign) — for such a brilliant idea and 
its successful realization. Thanks and appreciation should also be extended 
to the sponsors without whose help the conference would not have been 
possible.

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GEORGE KLEIN, 1928-1981 


George Klein, Professor of Political Science at Western Michigan 
University and a member of the editorial board of the Nationalities Papers, 
died unexpectedly on December Sth, 1981, amidst his never ceasing dedi- 
cated professional work. 


George was born on June 7, 1928 in Prague, Czechoslovakia, as the 
son of a prominent Jewish lawyer, His family was deeply permeated by the 
humanitarian and democratic spirit of Masaryk’s Republic and was linked 
to the United States by relatives. During his secondary education, which he 
started in a Czech preparatory school (Gymnasium), he was seized by the 
Nazi occupation authorities and put into the well known concentration 
camp Theresienstadt. Through the intervention of his American relatives he 
was eventually released and came to the United States shortly before the end 
of World War II. 


During the late forties, George enrolled at the University of Illinois 
(Urbana), where he obtained his B.A. degree in 1951, with a major in 
political science. Subsequently, he was admitted to the Graduate School of 
the University of California (Berkeley) to study economics from where he 
received his M.A. degree in 1952. Being drafted into the U.S. Army in the 
same year, George spent most of the two following years with the American 
garrison in the historic town of Bamberg. Upon completing his military ser- 
vice, he continued his graduate studies at the University of Illinois. While 
his interests included comparative aspects of communist systems in the 
Soviet Union and Eastern Europe,-he devoted particular attention to 
political developments in Yugoslavia since 1945 — a country for whose 
people he developed a genuine affection throughout his life. He became one 
of the few versatile American specialists on Yugoslavia, studying not only 
its.contemporary politics but also its history and culture, as well as the 
Serbo-Croatian language. 


George started to teach at Western Michigan University in 1958, in the 
areas of political economics and political science, but then shifted entirely to 
the field of political science. In 1960, he received his Ph.D. degree in 
political science from the U. of Illinois (Urbana). By combining an interest 
in teaching with a yearning for field research, he secured as early as 1961 a 
regional studies grant for a one-year stay in Burma and several subsequent 
extended stays in Yugoslavia and Czechoslovakia. As Chairman of the 
Slavic Programs at Western Michigan University since 1962, and later as 
Chairman of the European Studies Program, George promoted many new 
courses at his University and introduced an exchange of students and facul- 
ty members with Yugoslavia. In this capacity he also led many study tours 
involving numerous students and faculty members to Yugoslavia, other 
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Eastern European countries, and the U.S.S.R. 


These field work experiences were combined with intensive scholarly 
work that he shared in a generous way with others in his publications, dur- 
ing professional conferences, and other public appearances. Among his 
publications are the books: Non-Alignment, World Communism (1965), . 
The Politics of Ethnicity in Eastern Europe (1981, co-edited with Milan 
Reban), and the chapter entitled ‘‘Yugoslavia: The Process of Demoncrati- 
cation’’ in Peter A. Toma, ed., The Changing Face of Communism in 
Eastern Europe (1970). Numerous articles and book reviews published in 
various professional journals mark George’s distinguished scholarly acti- 
vity. George also helped in organizing the publication of monographs in the 
Association for the Study of the Nationalities (U.S.S.R. and East Europe) 
Inc. in planning to delineate the scope and focus of the first two volumes of 
the series, and in lining up qualified contributors and publishers. 


George was characterized by an astounding erudition, thoughtfulness, 
frankness, courage, integrity, and a light touch of humor. Those who had 
an opportunity to associate with him over a longer period of time will 
remember him warmly as a unique person.
